Newporl, in Ihn fill of 1871, it was one 
of tbe smallest establishments of the 
kind in tho city, occnpyiMg only a part 
of the store 130 Thames Blroot, then 
known as the Cozzcns storo, anil that it 
would have a short anil profltlcsH life 
was the universal prediction 
It con 


tinned to live, however, and by-and-by 
began to grow. The partition tliat d\,- 
vided tbe store was removed, then the 
goods on the shelves became so crowd- 
ed that il wan difficult to show them 
and finally, in 1834, the lower floor of 
their present bnilding was leased. Even 
this change failed to stop the growth o 
the concern, and in 1SS7 an addition ol 
r>> feet was built on to the rear of the 
store. Then the second story of tbe 
building was taken in addition to the 
first, then the third story, and now an 
entire new building, 21xlGo fe«t, is t 
be built for their further accommoda 
tion.

overeil over the huge chimneys from 
Inch tho wooilen housi.-3 had been 
urned aw;iy, or hero nnd there roso 
owly from tho carcass of H horse or a 
inle, only to return when we had 
nssed on. 
Frequently liy tlio rondaiiJe between 
Vilton and Acworth \ve came npon 
lonmls recently thrown up, sometimes 
lie width of one man, and again long 
nongh to hide a score. Tlio soil of that 
iud Is particularly red, but it needed no 
ctivity of the imagination on thj» occa- 
ion to force on our minds another r«a- 
on for the sanguinary hue of the earth. 
The cl en ri n KB bord ering the roads were 
iltted by thc> hoofs of cavalry homes, 
'lie trees back of hastily constructed 
obstructions Inul mapped on their ballet 
curreil sides and blistered arms the 
tory of etubbom assault and desperate 
lefcnse. The roads were now red and 
ntted rifts, strewn with the debria of 
>roken wagons, splinteretl gnnstocks 
snd tho flotSMin nnd jetsam that mark 
he ebb am! flow of the battle's tide. 
There is a sublimity in tho desolation of 
he desert, where nature erects her arid 
Mrriers against man's posseseioo; but 
.here is a horror indescribable in tho 
desolation of war when wituessed by one 
who has had no hnnd in tho destruction. 


On the afternoon of Aug. 3, and when 


nearly starved into insanity, my stout 
leartcil friend and myself came on an 
ash heap in the woods. 
About the place 


were pieces of broken crockery, rnsty 
cnlinary tiiM, blankets hastily aban- 
doned, a child's html, a pair of little 
shoes innch worn at tho toes and a dilap- 
idated doll with one red stocking on )U 
remaining leg. Evidently this had been 
tho camp of a family flying from tho 
army, and they uin=t have been homed 
from the place. Tho child's shoes ami 
the doll told all this and much more. 


Incur search we found abont a peck 


of bwett [xjtatoes, a few ears of im- 
husked green corn and about sis pounds 
of bacon tied np in a com pack. Wa 
devoured some of the meat and corn 
raw, anil it was not till onr burning 
hunger was partly appeased that Bell 
recalled he had a flint and steel, and thai 
this would bean excellent place to camp 
for the night. 


It was now near sunset, and while my 


companion was making a fire, which 
was to be extinguished as soon ai all the 
provisions were cooked, I went off^to ex- 
amine the surroundings. 


It was so near night when I retained 


to Bell that 1 could see the glow of the 
camp through the trees far in front, yet 
this assurance of bin safety and where- 
abouts did not draw me away from a 
canticin that had become habitual. I 
kept in the shadow of the trees in ad- 
vancing, as if we were pickets of th« op- 
posing armies. When within aboat a 
hnndred yards of tho fire I heard load 
voices, and, with my heart leaping like 
& wounded tiger, I halted and own- 
prc-.=-ed my lips to get my brain and my 
hair nnder control. 
, 
Prepared for flight if the situation 


j should '.varr-int it, I dropt/ed on my 
i hands an 1 kr.e*s and "snaked" toward 
1 the fire. Two men in ragged Confeder- 
; ate uniform;, one with a bandage about 


CMlohlrr. ' his head fir.d tho other aud yonngerof 


to take. To our surprise neither of onr 
visitors showed any annoy&nco at my 
dlacloenre; indeed, they seemed freer 
and franker than before. 
The yocng 


man with tho wounded head drow In 
the ashes a map of the country twenty 
miles about Marietta, taking that town 
as a center. Ho showed us that Sher- 
man was not only before Atlanta, but 
that the Federal troops held tho whole 
lino of railroad from tho Ghattahooohee 
to the Tennessee and on lo Iho Cumber- 
land. 


It was about 8:30 in the morning, and 


Bell nnd myself were about to ejttln- 
guisb the fire so as not to altnict the 
attention nf friend or foe, for wo felt in 
honor bound lo protect our nnospected 
guests, when in tho far distance we 
heard n man shouting. On Iho instant 
wo sprang buck from tho urn and bent 
to listen. The mail had evidently been 
attracted by the light, and there was 
that in his pitiful cry Unit brought to 
mind tho apjicals of the wounded, when, 
with lorch or lantern, tlio details make 
their way through tlio distorted rank* 
of the dead to Hurt tlio friends und the 
foc-s who Mil] breathed. 
A few minutes 


of eager silence, then Mio cry was re- 
pealed. This timo the words were very 
distinct and thero was a thrilling pause 
between, us if the man was not strong 
enough to sjK'ak tho whole sentence. 


It was the grand distress night signal 


of H power-fill secret society, of which I 
know nothing at that time, but I never 
heard tho words before, nor afterward 
outside a M:isonic lodge. Tho hailing 
sign I have seen, however, given on thu 
field hy friend and foe, nnd to the bestof 
my knowl«dge and belief it was always 
respected. On hearing the words' Bell 
shot out an oath, then bounded from my 
tide shouting: 


"Courage, my brotherl Courage by 


Q—dl Wennsis acornin!" To my sur- 
prise tho Confederate who had been 
eabred in the head sprang to Bcll'a Bide. 
Tho remaining Confederate ami myself 
remained back in tho shadows, though 
the Bdund of our friends' voices talking 
with the stranger below the rpring reas- 
sured us. 


The voices came near, and in a few 


minutea Bell and theMlseissippian came- 
Into the circle of light carrying between 
them a heavily bearded man, whose hag- 
gard face and bloodshot eyes told of 
more than the suffering of death. The 
faded gold braid on the nigged gray 
coat, the three bars on the collar anO 
the swollen, r;ig covered left foot whicli 
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he held straight before him told that he 
waa a Confederate capUin, anil the spur 
on the remaining boot snggeeted cavalry 
artillery or the «Uff. 


The man was placed beside tho fire 


and while Bell prepared some supper— 
for the poor fellow had not tasted foot 
for eighty hours—I took the rags off his 
swollen foot and discovered that a inus 
ket ball had gone aquarely through the 
instep and cams oat, leaving a big, rag 
ged wound in the aole of his foot. 
I was battling the wound, soaking it ii 
one of the tins and waiting for the frag 
ments that hail been used as bandage: 
to dry, the man told us that hia naini 
WM Watts. lie belonged to the Seconi 
Kentucky, and had been on the staff o 
the Confederate Qeneral Ross when th 
IWeral cavalry under Oarrard charge- 
into Decatur ten dayi before. After his 
friends had been driren off he concealet 
hlnuelf in the house of a southern fam 
ily till three dayi before, when the ap 
pro«ch of the Yankee* forced him to ft 
a* quickly a* a man rapported by 
crutcbed stick and with the Final! bone 
o< hii foot Emuhed to splinters could. 


After the captain had been fed and hi 


loot bandaged he was placed r,n the bei 
at boughs, near which we found the do 
and the child shoes, and tbe poor fellow 
voice failed him when h«tri*jd to express 
his gratitude. In order that the th 
Confederates might have aohance total 
without the restraint of onr presenci 
Bell, with a delicacy that seemed en 
tartly foreign to his nsual manner, drew 
me out of hearing and whispered: 


"Thunder and Qtnral Jackson, capl :
